Tonight  the  #4  seed  Wenatchee  Wild  host  the  #5  seed  Vernon  Vipers  in  Game  2  of  the  BCHL  Interior  Conference 
Quarterfinal.  It's  the  third  consecutive  season  the  Wild  and  Vipers  have  met  in  the  playoffs. 

SERIES  UPDATE:  Vernon  leads  the  best-of-seven  series  three  games  to  one.  If  needed,  Game  6  is  scheduled  for  Sunday 
March  8  at  2pm  at  Kal  Tire  Place  in  Vernon. 

SEASON  STANDINGS:  Wenatchee  edged  out  Vernon  in  the  regular  season  with  a  record  of  30-23-5,  just  a  single  point 
ahead  of  the  Vipers  at  30-24-4. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD  (REG.SEASON):  The  Wild  are  13-8-3  all-time  against  Vernon,  and  6-2-3  at  Town  Toyota  Center.  Wenatchee 
finished  2-3-1  against  the  Vipers  this  season,  but  2-0-1  at  home. 

PLAYOFF  HISTORY:  The  Wild  eliminated  the  Vipers  in  2018  in  six  games.  Vernon  ousted  Wenatchee  in  2019  in  five  games. 

KEY  FORWARDS:  Wild  captain  Brian  Adams  (2g,  la)  has  scored  two  shorthanded  goals  in  the  series.  Ethan  Wolthers  (lg, 
2a)  and  Harrison  Scott  (Og,  3a)  lead  Wenatchee  forwards.  For  Vernon,  the  top  line  of  Connor  Marritt  (2g,  7a),  Dawson 
Holt  (2g,  6a),  and  Cameron  MacDonald  (3g,  2a)  have  provided  plenty  of  scoring  punch. 

TOP  DEFENSEMEN:  For  the  Wild,  Noah  Lugli  (2g,  0a)  and  Tanner  Main  (Og,  3a)  lead  the  blueliners  in  scoring,  while  four 
Viper  defenders  have  a  single  point  each. 

GOALTENDING:  Wild  goalie  Daniel  Chenard  is  1-3  in  the  series,  with  a  3.03  goals  against  average  and  .862  save  pet. 
Vernon's  Reilly  Herbst  is  3-1  with  a  2.02  goals  against  average  and  .929  save  pet.
